13.  BACKGROUND:  In  Spring  2007,  IPE  kicked-off  the  first  phase 
of  its  IPR  outreach  initiative  by  working  with  posts  and 
interagency  colleagues  to  develop  broadly-coordinated  IPR 
messaging  segmented  by  topic,  region,  and  country.
